hearings

Commerce Commission

It IB expressly 


stipulated that assignments In time 
of emergency and to meet 
various 


exigencies that mar arise may still 
be made by special order, but. In gen- 
eral, the practice of assigning core 
to direct service between a mine and 
a railroad, regardless of the supply 
which may or may»not be available 
for other mines on that particular 
roati, la ended, effective September 1. 


The fact that four commissioners 


dissented from the ruling renders It 
none th« 
lesa 
effective 
Despite 


voluminous protests on the part of 
many road* and operators, it js felt 
that tills ruling will be of benefit to 
the industry aa aVhoIe. It Is cer- 
tain that the operation of the assign- 
ing privileges often worked a hard- 
ship on the majority of the produc- 
ing mdnes In scene particular terri- 
tory—also that It tended to attract 
labor to tn<T"fortunaiB mine which 
held a railroad contract and render

workers by its competitors. The dis- 
senting opinion written by Commis- 
sioner Hall, la predicated on the al- 
leged tect that the railroads need the 
operation of the rule to Insure thorn 
supply of fuel in times of stress.

CAR OECISIOX. 


The opinion ot Commissijraer Pot- 


ter, dissenting from tho decision of 
the Interstate Comment Commission 
abolishing'the- assigned car practice 
and preferential treatment at private I 
car owners, represents the attitude o: 
the railroads, on this Question rather 
than the' opinion of any c'cmsideraWe 
flnzaber of mine operators, unless it 
be those who have long been benefi- 
ciaries of the system. Not all of the 
latter have been or ar«. 'enthusiastic 
supoorters of the practice. 
- Whifo it may at- times nave enabled 
mines to be- more regular in_ opera- 
tion,-and provided busiaess when, no 
other was available, it has in many 
instances been an instrument in the 
hands of over-zealous purchasing 
agents . of railroads1 whereby they 
have been able to secure railroad .fuel 
at prices which have 
yielded 
the 


producers very little.profit and some- 
times none at all. 
Farther, mines 


shipping railroad fuel it nnfemuner- 
attve contract prices have frequently 
been served with so small a supply of 
cars for commercial shipments that 
'little opportunity has been afforded 
them to cure for regular customers 
or to take advantage of favorable 
spot markets. When car shortages 
occur mines paving no-railroad fuel 
orders' are frequently without cars 
wb,Ue neighboring mines are able to 
run practically full 1toe, with-the 
result, that the active mines dra- 
the labor supply from the temporar- 
ily inactive mines- 


The conditions enumerated are in, 


effect an unjust discrimination in the 
matter of car supply and constitute 
the chief objection against the as- 
signed car practice.- Continuance of 
the practice has been the "subject of 
much contention betwaen coal opera- 
tors 'and"t£e raDfo'ads, finally coming 
before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
Brfssioc for decision, -which holds 
that railroads shall not longer be 
favored irrespective of the. acute 
needs or to the' disadvantage of other 
Coal consumers. 


Equally Important is that part of 


the decision which declares that coal 
operators, manufactjring 
concerns 


and public utilities which own coal 
cars are not to be favored over other 
consumers by obtaining 
a special 


supply of fuel in these cars in addi- 
tion to the mines' Quota of the.rail- 
roads' 
equipment. Notwithstanding 


the large expenditures ot private car 
owners to supplement the Inadequate 
equipment of the- railroads, the 
<3e 


cisioc declares they must take- their 
chai^ea with other consumers in or 
der to preserve an equitable distribu- 
tion of cars to the mines. Otherwise, 
the decision declari-s, the exclusive 
distribution of priv.ite cars to the 
owners, in addition to a pro rata 
share of the railroads' equipment, 
would result in "increasing ' gross 
inequality" between, consumers 
of

If, this 'decision Is held to apply, to 


other classes of prh ate cars, such as 
refrigerator, fruit express .and other 
cars, private cars will be relegated 
to the same status as cars owned, by 
the railroads.

In his addresses .during his trip 


across the continent President Hard- 
ing is not indulging in generalities, 
fine phrases or proposing new and 
untried theories. 
In plain language 


he is dealing -with the big problems 
confronting the nation and Is frankly 
telling the people what share they 
have ia the responsibilities of gov- 
ernment, the continuation of pros- 
perity and the betterment of our re- 
lations'as a people and to the world 
at large. 


Among the many truths he has ut- 


tered none are more striking than 
his admonition to practice thrift in 
government as well as m our indf- 
vfdnal lives. 


The.country shares in full measure 


the satisfaction the President feels 
over reduction of the national debt 
and taxation under his administra- 
tion. Paying off waat the nation owes 
at the rate of half a billion a year is 
a business accomplishment of major 
quality. 
Considering that this has 


been done in a period of unsettle- 
rnent it reasonably may be regarded 
as an example for the future not 
merely, but as a promise

greater achievement along rhe same 
line. 


With national fiscal -policy settled 


and the various agencies'of go\ern- 
ment coordinated with concern for 
efficiency combined with economy, it 
was meant that President Harding in
